The large 
cotton warehouse situated at Second and 
Scott streets, owned by J. H. Bacum, was 
wrecked.. It fell on the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company's -office, next door, and 
wrecked it, thus cutting off all telegraphic 
communication with outside points. The 
city is in the densest darkness and the 
streets are a veritable stream of mud.

ANSWER, OF CARLISLE 


To the Application for an Injunction’ 


im Regard to the Sugar Bounty. 


Washington, October 2.—Edward B. Whit- 
ney, assistant attorney general of 
the United States, today filed the 
answer of John G. Carlisle, secre- 
tary of the treasury, and Joseph S. 
Miller, commissioner of internal revenye, 
to the application of the Miles Planting 
and Manufacturing Company for an in- 
junction to compel them to show cause why 
the treasury department should not pay the 
bounty on sugar production, provided by 
the McKinley tariff bill, for the year 1894. 

Some of the points made by the answer 
are as follows: “‘They aver that as tney 
‘are advised and believe, there is no law 
of the United States requiring or authoriz- 
ing them to perform any of the acts asked 
for in the prayer, and no appropriation 


under which they are authorized to incur 


expenses therefor and no funds in the treas- 
ury available for any such purpose. 

“They aver that the acts asked for in 
the prayer of the petition are executive 
and not ministerial in character; that these 
responses are charged as part of their 

cial duty with “the construction of the 
revenue acts of congress, and that the con- 
struction so given by them is not review- 
able by any court upon application for.a 
writ of maudamus; that the respondent, 
Carlisle, as secretary of the treasury, is 
also. charged,.as\part.of his official duty, 
with the responsibility of construing the 
appropriation acts' of congress, and so mar- 
Shaling the moneys appropriated that the 
government of the United States may be 
properiy carried on and that the construc- 
tion so given and monetary. arrangements 
so made by him are not reviewable by any 
courts upon application for a writ of man- 
damts; that in pursuance of his official 
duty, he has carefully considered, both by 
itself and in comparison with the appro- 
priation acts of the previous fiscal year, 
and with the present needs of the govern- 
ment, the: provision of the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation act of 
July 81, 1894, relating to necessary expenses 
respecting bounty on sugar, which is the 
only provision of law now authorizing or 
purporting to authorize expenses in that 
regard; that the moneys thereby appropri- 
ated are also by its terms applicable and 
are required for salaries and’ expenses of 
the various collectors and deputy collectors 
of internal revenue, and their clerks, trans- 
portation of public tunds, enforcement of 
the tax upon oleomargarine and other pur- 
poses, aside from inspection of sugar manu- 
facturing;. that.in avis opinion so reached, 
even withuvut any -payments for such in- 
spection, there will be a deficiency under 
this provision during the present fiscal 
year; and that to expend moneys upon such 
inspection would, in his opinion, so violate 
the intent of the-congress, disarrange the 
fiscal arrangements.of the treasury of the 
United States and be to the detriment of 
the United: States government. Wherefore, 
these respondents pray that the proceedings 
be dismissed.’’

BONDS AUTHORIZED: 


The Southern’s Stockholders Empower 


Their Officers to Issue $]20,000,000. 
BEY ARE 70 RON ONLY YEN YEARS 


For New Construction $25,000,000 
Is to Be Set Aside. 


MR, SPENCER SPEAKS OF HIS PLANS 


Hels Not Specific About the New Lines 
That Will Be Built— The Central 
May Driit Into the Southern. 


Richmond, Va., October 2.—(Special.)}—A 
meeting of the stockholders of the South- 
ern Railway Company gave the officers au- 
thority to execute and deliver « murtgage 
by the Southern Railway Company to the 
Central Trust Company of New York as 
trustee upon and covering. the property 
of the said company, to secure an issue 
of bonds in the aggregate sum of $120,000,000, 
payable July 1, 1904, in gold coin of the 
United States with interest at the rate of 
5 per cent per annum, payable semi-annual- 
ly in like gold coin. The meeting also au- 
thorized the execution and delivery of a 
mortgage or deed cf trust upon parts of 
the railroad and properties of the-former 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 
way Company to secure bonds for the prin- 
cipal sum of $4,500,000, payable September 
1, 1903, bearing interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 5 per cent per annum, principal 
and interest payable in gold coin. Of the 
$120,000,000 issue of first consolidated fives, 
$78,088,305 will be reserved to take up the 
outstanding mortgage and equipment obili- 
gations; $21,911,627.87, including $6,000,000 for 
new construction, will be used now and §20,- 
000,000° will be resefved for new construction 
after the ist of January, 1896, but not more 
than $2,000,000 will be issued during any one 
year. ' 

Those who attended the meeting today 
were Samuel Spencer, president; Colonel 
A. B. Andréws, seeond vice president; Mr. 
W. A. C. Owen, secretary; Mr. F. L. Stet- 
gon, general counsel, and Mr. C. H. Coster, 
chairman of the Drexel, Morgan & Co, re- 
organization committee. They arrived here 
at 8 o’clock and went back north at noon, 
Phere were represented in the meeting 
$100,000,000 of common and $60,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock. 

Net Giving Everything Away. 

When Mr. Spencer was asked what the 
company proposed to do with the immedi- 
ate issue, particularly the 35,000,000 for new 
construction, he said there wou!d be plenty 
of places to put it. The company was not 
prepared to get on a stump and prociaim 
that this much would be expended in this 
thing and that much in that. 

“The fact is,” he remarked laughingly, 
‘we have been too busy getting the build- 
ing under roof to think ubdut detailed 
plans. But new. bridges, mew depots, side- 
tracks, repairs, etc., will call for money, 
and it will be used wherever it is necessary 
for the conduct of the business.”’ 

As to.the question of the road going to 
Newport News and uniting with the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio in building a union depot 
here, Mr. Spencer said no plans of that sort 


‘have been. formulated.. The reorganization 


would involve changes in traffic arrange- 
ment and the best arrangements that could 
be made in the interest of the: Southern 
railway would be made. 

Touching the working personnel of the 
road, Mr. Spencer said that all the changes 
in this respect had been effected. Anent 
southern development as a result of the 
reorganization, Mr. Spencer remarked that 
the réstoration of the larger part of its 
transportation lines to a solvent condition 
was obliged to benefit the south, but he 
could not predict a millennium. The only 
thing the company could do was to build 
up the largest railway system in the south, 
and if that was successful, it ought to help 
all other interests. 

“If we, the company, do our part and 
other interests do their parts, the south 
will develop.’’ 

As to the Central. 

It was a mistake, sa:d Mr. Spwncer, to 
suppose that the Southern Railway Com- 
pany was rich. The system was solvent; 
that was all. This solvency had been 
brought about by the poor stockholders put- 
ting up money to place the system’ upon 
a solid basis. They could not be asked 
to make an overflowing treasury. The 
stockholders came to the rescue to save 
themselves. The company was in position 
to pay operating cxpenses and the interest 
on its bonds and would, with proper man- 
agement, grow stronger and stronger. 

Incidentally, Mr. Spencer referred to the 
bountiful southern crops and to the mate- 
rial resources of this section. When The 
Constitution’s correspondent asked Mr. 
Spencer about the policy of the Southern 
‘towards the Georgia Central, he replied 
that the Centra) had a reorganization of 
its own and was not a part of.the Southern 
system. He added, however, that as the 
Southern owns a considerable interest in 
the Central, the latter may drift into the 
big system. 

An outsider, who is.a leading financier 
and in touch with the officers of the com- 
pany, said that there was no doubt that 
the Southera *Railway Company and the 
Chesapeake ard Ohio would build a joint 
depot here, ard that the heavy traffic of 
the former would go to Newport News.

WAS COLD-BLOODED MURDER. 


“Ne Justification Is Given for the Sun- 
day Tragedy at Charleston. 

Charleston, 8S. C., October 2.—(Special.)— 
The inquest tin the case of the police mur- 
der, which occurred on Sundayiin this city, 
was held today and the evidence makes out 
a very ugly case’ against the policeman. 
The shooting occurred at 3 o’clock on Sun- 
day afternoon on the most crowded part 
of King street. ' 

James Carey, & respectable white man, 
and John Conroy, another, became engaged 
in a controversy with Policeman Knox, 

ho shot Carey through the heart, killing 
fim instantly. Knox also shot Conroy in 
the abdomen. Neither of the victims was 
armed. 

Only two witnesses were examined by the 
jury and, of course, the evidence was ex- 
parte. As both were entirely disinterested 
and entire strangers in the city, the vi- 
dence looks black. L. J. Taylor, who came 
here on,the Sunday excursion from Savan- 


nah, testified as follows: 

“Sunday afternoon I and a friend were 
going up King street and when we got op- 
posite 315 King street we saw three men 
clinch. We ran up until we got within 
about twenty-five steps of them. They had 
got out into the middie of the street. We 
saw the policeman, Knox—identifying the 
prisoner. He had his pistol out and two 
men had hold of him. They seemed trying 
to hold the pistol down. They were on the 
sidewalk at this time and Mr. Conroy was 
loose and the policeman still had Mr, Carey 
round his back with ,his left arm. Knox 
put, his pistol to his breast'and fired and 
pulled loose from Mr. Carey, the latter 
falling on the sidewalk. 

“The policeman stepped out into the mid- 
die of the street. Then Mr. Conroy was 
standing a few feet from the sidewalk. 
The policeman still had his pistol in his 
hand and pointed it at Conroy. 

“Mr. Conroy said: ‘Don’t shoot, for God's 
sake.” Knox fired. He then walked over 
to the box, came back and said: ‘Gentle- 
men, I couldn’t help it.’ 

“I did not see the commencement of the 
quarrel,’’ said Mr. Taylor. “They were 
clinched when we saw them. The police- 
man did not summon any aid. Mr. Conroy 
was not advancing upon the policeman. 
Neither Carey nor Conroy. had anything 
in their hands.’’ 

William Duncan, another visitor to the 
city, corroborates this statement. Both 
witnesses say that the policeman had Carey 
around the neek with his left arm and de- 
liberately put the pistol to the man’s heart 
and shot him, and then. flinging him off, 
shot the other man, Conroy. There is con- 
siderable feeling over the matter here.

SHIPPING PRISONERS 10 JAPAN 


Disaffection Which Has Always 
Existed Keeps Growiug. 


London, October 2.—The Times publishes 
letters from Yokohama bearing date of Au- 
gust 24th, stating that Japam is preparing 
to increase her army in Corea to 100, men. 
The intentions of the government <s pro- 
claimed by the native press are to 
crush the Chinese army in Corea and march 
on Peking, where a claim fora large indem- 
nity will be made and the cession of the 
island of Formosa demanded. 

A letter dated September ist says that the 
dispatch of troops continues, but their des- 
tination is unknown except that 100,000 men 
have left to fight the Chinese somewhere. 

The Japanese believe that they will be in 
& position to dictate terms to China before 
the end of the year, and also that they will 
possess the horded millions at Moukden be- 
longing to the Chinese imperial family. Ja- 
pan is calling out the second reserve to sup- 
plement the denuded garrisons. The call 
hasenot been responded to with enthusiasm. 
Many of the men were never before called 
out. They are ignorant and dull, and are 
angry because of having to leave their 
occupations and families. They are afraid 
that they will be called into active service. 
The people, therefore, are less enthusiastic 
about the war. 

Another letter dated Hong Kong, August 
30th, says that all that is now left of the 
Whampoa arsenal at Canton is the naval 
training college and the torpedo depot. Chi- 
na ship building establishments are, there- 
fore, reduced to the Foo-Chow and Shang- 
hai arsenals, which are quite inadequate -to 
compete with the Japanese facilities and 
establishments. China is trying to get war- 
ships in Europe, but the neutrality laws 
bleck the way. A large quantity of -rms 
ani ammunition is being shipped frora the 
Whampoa arsenal to Formosa, where an 
ettack is expected. 

Some employes of the southern stations 
of the Chinese customs have resigned to go 
rerth. Nore but gunners have gone yet. 
rnd it is supposed they will be detailed for 
aity in forts. 


CHANGES -.IN CHINA. 


ii Hung Chang Yas Been Suspended. 
The Emperor May Be Dethroned. 


New York, October 2.—A special cable to 
The Herald from Shatighai says that: the 
emperor of China will very likély be de 
throned in favor of Prince Kung’s son, 
who will treat with the Japanese. 

Li Hung Chang has been superseded in 
supreme command by General Sang Tsing, 
of the province of Hunan, who has received 
full powers. Li Hung Chang retires dis- 
gusted to Pao-Tin-Foo, the capital of the 
province of Chi-Li. His alleged defection to 
the Japanese is only canvassed subsequent 
to the recall of Prince Kung. 

Twenty thousand Hunan soldiers are 
gathered around ShanHai-Kwan, the ter- 
minus of the great wall, where it forms 
the boundary between the provinces of Chi- 
Li and Shing-King. Li Hung Chang’s army 
is distrusted. 

Advance of the Japanese. 

Tien-Tsin, October 2.—It is officially an- 
ncunced that five thousand Japanese troops 
have arrived clost to Passet bay, néar 
the Russian frontier. Previous to this an- 
nouncement it was reported here that 4 
Japanese fleet had been sighted September 
28th, ten miles from Shan-Hai-Kwan, and 
two hundred miles from Pekin. Large 
bodies of Chinese troops have been drafted 
to that district during the last few days in 
order to prevent the Japanese from landing. 

London, October 2.—The correspondent in 
Tokio of the Central News telegraphs that 
the Japanese are moving north from Ping 
Yang. ‘They report that they have not 
sighted the enemy, but have found a large 
quentity of arms and ammunition which 
had been abandoned by the Chinese, many 
of whom have been killed by the Coreans. 
All the villages and farm buildings from 
Lusan, on the route of the troops, have 
been burned and the cultivated land has 
been laid waste. 

Six hundred Togakuto rebels were met by 


tventy-five Japanese engineers at Wing- 
Chung and were immediately dispersed and 
fled, leaving their matchlocks and spears 
behind them. Many of the rebels were 
wounded, but there were no casualties 
among the Japanese. 

General Sung in Command. 

The Star prints a dispatch from Shang- 
hai, stating that an imperial edict has been 
issued appointing General Sung, formerly 
in command at Port Arthur, generalissimo 
of the valoggpus Pei-Yang army corps, now 
in Manchuria, and commander-in-chief of 
the .wanchuria levies, except those of the 
Kerin division, the commander of which is 
a Tartar general. The other general offi- 
cers are commanded to obey all orders of 
General Sung under pain of death. - 

General Yeh Was Killed. 

New York, October 2.The Central News 
Tokio correspondent states that after the 
battle of Ping-Yang, while the Japanese 
soMMiers were engaged in burying those who 
had fallen in the fight they found, sur- 
rounded by a heap of dead bodies, the re- 
mains of an officer very richly clad. On 
the body was found a letter from the 
Chinese government addressed to General 
Yeh, commander-in-chief of the Chinese 
forces in Corea. This letter together with 
others from the wife of General Yeh, and 
various documents, which were also found 
on the body, fixed beyond doubt the identt- 
ty of the remains as those of General Yeh, 
who was supposed to have succeeded in 
making his escape after the complete rout 
of his forces by the Japanese. The body 
was interred with the honors due the rank 
of the deceased officer.

Mrs. Glannan’s Children Were Stolen 
from Her Sieeping Chamber. 
Washington, October 2.—A sensational in- 
cident, in which an official of the govern- 
ment prominently figures, engages the at- 
tention of the public authorities in Wash- 

ington. 

The two children of Dr. and Mrs. A. H. 
Giennan were forcibly taken from their 
mother’s ‘home at I o’clock this morning 
by four men, and Mrs. Glennan claims that 
her husband was one of the gang. Dr. 
Glennan is. a surgeon of the marine hos- 
pital service. Three years ago he sued his 
wife for divorce. According to Mra. Glen- 
han, she defeated the suit, and the case 
was finally settled by a decision that Dr. 
Glennan should pay his wife $75 per month 
alimony, and that she should retain pos- 
session of their two boys! The kidnaping 
occurred at a boarding house, 810 Twelfth 
street, where Mrs. Glennan resides. She 
was awakened at 1 o'clock this morning 
by hearing a door burst open. Four men 
entered her apartments and took from her 
side the eldest boy, Arthur. The other 
chfid. Kenneth, was taken from his bed in 
another room. Mrs. G?fennan shrieked fo 
help as she saw her children being taken 
from the house, and begged the men, one 
of whom, according to her story, was Dr. 
Giennan, not to rob her of her boys. The 
children, in their night gowns, were carried 
out of the house and each was placed in a 
carriage in charge of two of the men. The 
carriages were driven rapidly away before 
the neighborhood was fairly aroused. 

Mrs. Glennan is an attractive woman. 
She was a Miss Susie Raynor, daughter of 
Joseph Kenneth Raynor, ex-congressman 
from. North Carolina, and solicitor of the 
treasury under President Arthur. 

Suit fer Divorce. 

Dr. Glennan this afternoon filea a suit 
for divorce from his wife, Susan R. Glen- 
nan. The bill of complaint states that they 
were married here, at St. Matthew's 
church, April 28, 1881, by the Rev. Father 
F. E. Boyle, and that as the result of 
such union two children, Arthur W. and 
Kenneth R., were born to them June 7, 
1883, and August 4 1884, respectively. . Dr. 
Glennan alleges that -his wife's ‘conduct 
toward him and with other men became of 
such a character that while they were tem- 
porarily residing at Port Townsend, Wash., 
about August 1, 1889, a separation took 
place, he leaving for Stephenville, Tex., 
since which time he and his wife have not 
lived together as man and wife. 

Dr. Gilennan then charges that during the 
summer and early fall of the present year 
his wife contracted an unlawful intimacy 
with one, Arthur L. Silling, and committed 
adultery with him in Virginia, at Edin- 
boro, and at other places in that state un- 
known to the complainant. He further 
charges that Mrs. Glennan repeatedly, dur- 
ing last month, at Harper’s Ferry, W. Va., 
at other places in that state, and also at 
various times to the complainant unknown, 
in .his district, and specifically at 810 
Twelfth street, this city, on the night of 
October 1, 1894, as well as at various othef 
times last month at that address, and at 
other times and places, commtited adultery 
with other men to the complainant un- 
known. .

HR CUNNINGHAM “TALKS OF FRAUD 


Moe Bases His Estimates on “a Fair Bleo- 
. tion”—This Is the Day That Will 
Tell the Tale. 


What will be the democratic majority in 
the state today? 

The question is one that is exciting a 
great deal of interest everywhere and the 
answers to it are decidedly various. 

A good many of the prophets believe 
that the majority which democracy 
will roll up will be proper- 
tionately as great as that of two 
years ago. These say that, for a variety of 
reasons, the vote will not be as large as 
that cast in the Northen-Peek race, but 
that the majority will be as great in pro- 
portion to the vote cast. 

Others do not place so high an estimate 
on the majority, and these prophets are, 
perhaps, the more numerous. The figures 
given by them vary from 30,000 to 60,000, 
with a fair average guess at 40,000. ° 

Guessing at majorities is, however, & 
very uncertain business and is universally 
go considered. This is especially true with 
such an uncertain quantity as is the colored 


vote. - 
Chairman Clay Doesn’t Give Filkures, 


“IT haven't figured on the majority at 
all,” said Chairman Clay in response to a 
question, “and I do not feel in a position to 
make an estimate. The fact is, very much 
depends on the work done at the polls to- 
day. The uncertain quantity is the colored 
vote. As far as the white vote is concern- 
ed, I do not hesitate to say that I believe 
the democrats have the same majority they 
had two years ago. There has been no ap- 
preciable change in the proportion of the 
white vote. The populists have, through 
out the campaign, been making strong 
claims of having organized the colored men 
and of being able to vote them in a body. 
Of course we know this is not true, but in 
some sections they have had strong or- 
ganizations and may give us trouble. How- 
ever, I see no good reason why we should 
mot get as many colored votes as we did 
before—certainly there is no reason why 
the colored men of the state should vote 
the populist ticket. Much depends on the 
work done tomorrow, but I believe we will 
get our share of that vote. 

“As I said, I make no prediction on ma- 
jorities. Of course we are going to win 
handsomely. The populfsts have been 
making a good many boasts, but recently 
they have shown their real opinion in this 
cry about ‘fraud’ which they are raising. 
It is simply an acknowledgment of defeat 
and an effort to find an excuse in advance 
for what they see is inevitable. Yes, we 
will win not only a full state ticket, but 
an almost solid legislature.”’ 

Chairman Cunningham Fears Fraud. 

Hon. John D. Cunningham, of Cobb, is 
acting chairman of the populist executive 
committee, and while Mr. Watson has been 
in the field he has manipulated the wires 
at headquarters. In answer to a request 
for his views he said: 


“So much depends upon the manner in’ 


which the election will be conducted that 
I can only give you an estimate based on 
@ reasonably fair election. That is, an elec- 
tion without glaring and wholesale fraud, 
I ao not hope for an election that is ab- 
solutely fair. In some counties I am re- 
liably advised that the frauds of 1892 will 
be repeated and even improved on by the 
men who control. For instance, in my own 
county of Cobb, a mass meeting composed 
of the best citizens of our county, irrespec- 
tive of party, met and unanimously passed 
resolutions demanding that both parties 
have representation on the board of man- 
agers, and that all books and papers in the 
hands of the county officials pertaining to 
the legality or illegality of voters be aa- 
cessible at all times to representatives from 
either party.

The chairman of our county executive

tration lists for Marietta and Acworth dis- 
tricts.

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POLICEMEN AS PEACE DISTURBERS. 


Evidence Produced Before the Lexow 
Cemmittee Yesterday. 


New York, October 2.--The lexow commit- 
tee was called to order at ll o’clock today 
and Mr. Goff said that he proposed to in- 
troduce evidencs today which was of great 
importance both to the committee and the 
citizens of New York. The testimony will 
be considered in three lights, said Mr. Goff, 
first with regard to the policemen as a dis- 
turber of the peace, and a danger to the 
safety of the citizens of this city; secondly, 
that the police force is above the ordina 
laws of this state and it will be shown tha 
& policeman who commits a felonious of- 
fense may get off with a few days’ fine 
and reprimand from a police court. A 
policeman can brain a citizen with his club 
and all the punishment he receives will 
be a small fine, whereas an ordinary citi- 
zen, if he commits the same offense, would 
be sent to Sing Sing; and ‘thirdly, that the 
perjury which has been committed by po- 
licemen during the recent trials at head- 
quarters is unmeasureable and unparalleled, 
and in fact, as one of the commissioners 
put it, the air of the courtroom at police 
headquarters was blue with perjury. Law- 
yer Moss, of Parkhurst’s society here, pro- 
duced a big volume of records of police 
trials at headquarters, which he said he 
himself had prepared. 

“It appears,” said he, “that a majority 
of the officers on the force have had con- 
victions recorded against them, and that 
in cases for which, if tried in criminal 
courts, the penalty would be heavy, the 
policemen are let off with a small fine. 
There has been no serious punishments by 
captains previous to the appointment of 
this committee. There are now in service 
ninety policemen who have been convicted 
since January of assaulting citizens in a 
brutal manner. 

“For the past three years there have 
been 11,000 trials of policemen and I now 
offer this volume as evidence.’’ 

Mr. Moss’s report shows that from Janu- 
ary 1, 1891, to May 1, 1894, there have been 
109 convictions of police officers and that 
ninety-two of these officers are still on the 
force and sixteen have retired. The offenses 
charged were oppression, neglect of duty, 
indecent exposure, burglary, attempted rape 
and similar charges. 

In addition to the 109 cases, there were 
twenty-two cases of not such a serious 
import. For instance, one officer was fined 
ten days’ pay for carelessly handling his 
pistol and killing a citizen. Then there 
were two cases of tampering with registry 
books on voting day. There were fifty-six 
cases that were still pending up to May Ist. 

A number of witnesses told of brutal 
clubbings by the police, most of them with- 
out cause. 

The examination of policemen who have 
been tried and convicted for various of- 
fenses took up the remainder of the day’s 


session. : 


COST HIM A PRETTY PENNY. 


A Merchant Assails the Financial 
Standing of a Rival. 


Lansing, Mich., October 2.—Benjamin F. 
Simons and David Burnham have for a 
number of years been rival dry goods mer- 
chants here. 

In 1889 Burnham sent to the various east- 
ern wholesalers with whom Simons did bus- 
iness clippings from a local paper of a no- 
tice of a transfer of property by Simons to 


his wife for $5,000. Attached to this was 


the following note: ‘‘The real estate trans- 
ferred and marked in slip is estimated to 
be worth at least $10,000; other real estate 
heavily mortgaged; reported to be heavily 
indebted to three or four banks for bor- 
rowed money at a high rate of interest, 
say 8 or 10 per cent per annum, and paya- 
ble every sixty days.’’

Augusta, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—The 
disease with which the fine Jersey cattle 
belonging to Colonel Phinizy, at his Eldo- 
rado farm,’ have been dying is ‘“‘anthrax,”’ 
and not southern fever as was at first sup- 
posed. This was settled after a microscopic 
test made by Dr. T. D. Coleman of a sec- 
tion of the spleen. He found “bacillus an- 
thracis,’’ which is the specific organism of 
“anthrax.” ‘Anthrax’ is contagious and 
one of the most fatal diseases to which cat- 
tle are subject.

We printed along with our market re- 


ports yesterday an illuminating para- 


graph from the Washington correspond- 
eyce of The New York Journal of Com- 
merce. It is hardly possible that the 
paragraph escaped ‘the attention of 
those who are interested in the financial 
situation and in the abnormal condition 
of the treasury; but as the average read- 
er pays smail aitention to the market 
reports, we deem it desirable to reprint 
the paragraph. It is written by the 
Washington correspondent of The New 
York “Journal of Commeree, a gentle- 
man who is in close touch with Secre- 
tary Carlisle, and who understands the 
heeds and prospects of the treasury as 
well as any of the efficials, and better 
than a great many of them. This. well- 
informed corresgondent says: 

The really dangerous element in the 
treasury situation is the low state of the 
gold reserve. Reports are given out from 
day to day showing the amount gained 
since low-water mark was touched 
some six weeks ago. The treasury officials 
negtect te point out, however, 
heaviest rate to gain thus far realized would 
be insufficient to carry the reserve above 
$80,000,000 on January Ist. An export demand 
of $73,886,070, such as was shown by the 
eight months ending August ist, would 
leave hardly a fiy speck of the reserve 
which was available at the beginning of the 
year. It is possible that this export de- 
mand can be kept down to $30,000,000 and a 
part of it diverted from the treasury to the 
banks; but even in the best state of the 
case the treasury will be poorly equipped for 
another drain, and the very fact of its pov- 
erty will ten’? to increase the demand. 
How to replenish the reserve in the face of 
the failure of the New York banks to release 
any gold for customs payments is likely to 
prove a serious problem. Some of the treas- 
ury officials still hope that gold receipts 
will be heavy if gold imports take place, 
because the banks will be forced to pay 
out in lieu of other money. The reduction 
of the bank reserves, it is argued, will w6rk 
off the surplus paper, and gold will begin 
to reach the treasury, beth through the 
custom houses and in exchange for cur- 
rency. These processes are already taking 
place, however, and have thus far failed to 
develop amy such rate of increase in the 
reserve as will place it beyond the danger 
point at the begmning of the year. An is- 
sue of bonds or a radical reform of the 
currency system of the country appears to 
be the only alternative now open to the 
secretary of the treasury if the recurring 
peril of a gold drain is to be effectively met. 

Every word of this is true. By dis- 
earding silver as the money of final 
payment and placing the whole strain 
and pressure of our currency system on 
an inadequate supply of gold ,that is 
subject every day in the year to a sud- 
den European demand, the condition 
of the people’s treasury has _ been 
brought to the point of danger, The 
correspondent of The Journal of Cem- 
merce truly says that the only relief the 
treasury can hope to find from its pres- 
ent embarrassments consists in a new 
issue of bonds or in a suicidal reform of 
our currency system. 

The people have already seen not only 
that the relief to be found in a bond is- 
sue is temporary, but the result is sim- 
ply to impose pew burdens of, taxaiion 
on the people for the sole benefit of the 
owners of gold. In March last a fifty- 
million gold loan was negotiated and 
fifty millions of -bonds bearing interest 
at 5 per cent were issued to the New 
York banks, which, after some dickering, 
graciously concluded to relieve the treas- 
ury of its embarrassments. 

When the bonds were issued the treas- 
ury had about $65,000,000 of a gold re- 
serve on hand. When the gold for the 
bonds was paid in it had a reserve of 
something more than $100,000,000 on 
hand. -Within six months this reserve 
had been reduced to about $50,000,000— 
the European bankers had demanded 
and received out of the treasury about 
$72,000,000. The people had nothing 
whatever to show for their bonds but an 
addition of $2,500,000 a year to the 
taxes they have to pay. It must be 
evident that-the scheme of issuing bonds 
to secure gold must prove moré disas- 
trous in the end than a collapse of the 
treasury’s gold policy would be. No 
more than an individual can a nation 
safely persist in borrowing money to 
pay debts. 

It must be clear to every intelligent 
mind that the only remedy that can at 
once relieve the embarrassments of the 
treasury and give prosperity to the peo- 
ple -is a radical reform of our currency 
system; but before discussing that alter- 
native, we desire to call attention to a 
suggestive editorial article which ap- 
pears in a recent issue of The New York 
World. It is headed “The War Chests 
of Kurope,” and we commend it to the 
careful attention of our readers: 

In his article on “The War Chests of Eue 
rope,’’ published in The Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, Professor Heinrich Geffcken says 
that Germany has a war treasury of $30,- 
000,000 in coined gold lying in the Julius 
tower at Spandau, while France, Russia, 
England and tle other great powers of the 
world have locked up in their ‘war chests 
all the gold they can lay their hands on. 

Professor Geffcken has not been able to 
make an estimate of the total amount of 
currency thus put out of the reach of the 
world’s trade, but it is undoubtedly large 
enough to have a very serious restrictive ef- 
fect. 

A still more serious result of the prepara- 
tion for war in time of peace is the perma- 
nent war debt rendered necessary by heavy 
payments for army, navy and pensions. 

The war chest and the war debt taken 
together constitute the most serious obsta- 
cle now in the way of popular advancement. 
No form of land or commodity monopoly, 
bad as many of them are, is so oppressive 
to the earner as the restriction of the 
medium through which he must exchange 
his products—if he do it at all—when this 
restriction is accompanied by an increasing 
burden of interest, which must be paid out 
of his earnings. ‘ 

This system of oppression is pecullarly 
modern. It is a result of the military im- 
perialism which has taken the place of 
European feudalism. Incidentally it af- 
fords the fdvorites or the masters of goy- 
ernment the most scientific method of rob- 
bing the people ever devised. And it is un- 
<doubtedly the most effective. 

The lecking up of gold in imperial qvar 
chests where it is not available for the 
business interests of the world is bad 
enough, but it jis not as bad by half as 
the demonetization of more than half 
of the money of final redemption. The 
congestion of gold in the war chests of 


-Europe is very bad indeed, but we do 


| not agree with The World that it is the 


most scientific ‘or the most effective 
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cut off by more than one-half. 
The reason we say that the demone- 
tization of silver is a more _ scientific 


ing the ‘medium throtigh which the 
earner and the producer must exchange 
their products is because the class that 
is confiscating the property of the peo- 
ple and destroying their prosperity has 
so hedged itself about with agents and 
organs that even a newspaper as pow- 
erful as The New York World does not 
‘dare to denounce the demonetization of 
silver as the editor knows it ought to 
be denounced. Why? Because the 
men who approve the act and who are 
profiting by it are the respectable bank- 
ers and bondholders wha make and 
control the commercial bodies of the 
metropolis and who form the business 
sentiment of that section. 

Nothing could be more scientific or 
more effective than this. 

The World declares that the system 
of oppression by which vast sums of 
gold are taken out of business and 
locked up in government war chests is 


de- | 


“the result of a military imperialism 
which has taken the place of European 
feudalism.” This may be, but what 
system of imperialism, military or other- 
wise, compelled the republican party to 
destroy more than one-half of the me- 
dium of exchange, more than one-half 
of the debt-paying money of the coun- 
try? And what sort of- feudalism im- 
pels the men who pretend to represent 
the people to offer excuses for ‘the 
robbery and oppression that have re- 
sulted from the destruction of silver as 
money of final redemption? 

The World says that the amount of 
gold locked up in the European war 
chests is “large enough to have a very 
serious restrictive effect.” But how in- 
significant is that amount when com- 
pared to the vast sum that has been 
kept out of the hands of the people and 
out of the channels of trade and enter- 
prise by the demonetization of silver!

William, of Germany, announced his in- 
tention of visiting the next exposition in 
Paris, La Patrie, a leading newspaper 
of that city, said that he would not be 
suffered to enter Paris until he restored 
Metz and Strassburg to France. 

This feeling is very natural, but it 
should not be allowed to prevail in 
France or in any other civilized country. 
All nations must take their chances 
when they go to war and accept the re- 
sult. Here in Atlatita General Sher- 
man was cordially réceived as an hon- 
ored guest at our ‘cotton exposition 
twelve years ago, although he had laid 
the entire city in ashes in 1564. 

The Emperor William should be less 
obnoxious to the French than Sherman 
was to our people. William was not 
responsible for the -capture of Metz 
and Strassburg. France suffered those 
disasters long before the present ruler 
of Germany ascended the throne, and if 
he now feels so well disposed towards 
his old enemies that he is willing to 
visit their capital city on an interna- 
tional occasion they should receive him 
courteously. 

In this age of Chfistianity and en- 
lightenment it is the worst possible pol- 
icy to encourage the perpetuation of 
public and private enmities and feuds. 
If the southern states can afford to re- 
ceive and entertain the northern in- 
vaders of thirty years ago France can 
afford to receive the Emperor William.

In reply to Dr. Parkhurst’s suggestion 
that a military man should be the chief 
of the New York police, a correspondent of 
The New York World writes: “In London 
in 1888, Colonel Henderson’ was placed at 
the head of the police. I have witnessed 
their drill at the barrack yard: in St. 
James’s park. Your readers will of a sure- 
ty. recollect the riots of Trafalgar spuare 
in 1888. I witnessed those riots (from a safe 
point, mind.) I have witnessed the well- 
drilled London police, commanded by a 
soldier, most signally fail in quelling the 
riot. It was only when the Life Guards 
and the Scotch Guards appeared that the 
rioters were dispersed. So much for @ 
soldier at the head of the police. A thief- 
taker, a policeman, a civilian, is and ought 
to be the head of our police. There is only 
one example, to my knowledge, where a 
soldier was at the ead of the police. I 
mean -General Count Schuvaloff, chief of 
the third section at St. Petersburg, Russia. 
He was an extraordinary man and a genius. 
But he did not drill his men, he did not 
waste time on drill, but sent his men to 
ferret out crime and criminals. Colonel 
Henderson on his signal failure to disperse 
the rioters with his military drilled ‘bob- 
bies’ resigned his place at the head of the 
London police in disgust.’’ 


During a march of seventy-five miles on 
one desert in the southwestern corner of 
our country, says The San Francisco Ar- 
gonaut, a party of government surveyors” 
counted 360 graves along the trafl of the 
victims of thirst.

Observation proved that nine 
quarts of water was daily needed by one 
man to prevent the blood from thicken- 
ing \and becoming feverish. Each mule 
required twenty gallons daily. One sur- 
veyor was Without water for several hours. 
He became feverish and light-headed, Lack 
of water for a few hours longer would have 
killed him. This was in @ shade tempera- 
ture of 120 degrees, where the air was al- 
most absolutely. dry—so dry that fresh 
meat, tmstead of putrifying, simply dries 
up. At one place the surveyors found the 
bodies of three prospectors within 100 feet 
of a natural water tank formed in the 
rocks. To get this water the poor fellows 
had to climb up twenty feet or 80. Their 
strength was exhausted. They had — 
too long without water. And here, wit 
the lMfe-giving flueid just @ few feet or 
yond them; they died, Thirst on the dese 
is horrible. The victim feels pain ed 
the shoulders. The tongue thickens 
feels filled with needle points. The eyes — 
come painful, and, finally, any pas Raya go 
of the body causes excruciating pain. 
the blood thickens the brain gives way, 
and the victim is a raving maniac, Death 


soon ends the suffering.

The County Registration. 

The registration in the county is some- 
thing less than 9,000 and the interest taken 
in: the election up to this time indicates 
that one of the largest votes known in 
many years will be polled. 

‘The vote in the city for the city ticket 
will be a heavy one as all of the candidates 
will work hard to get out a full vote. That 
will help the state ticket, too, as the vol- 
ing places are so near together chat one 
who comes out to vote for the city ticket 
will have no trouble in casting a vote for 
the state ticket or the reverse, us the Case 
may be. 

There are big chances that there may be 
trouble over the managers and clerks this 
morning, as some of them are selected by 
both the city and the state to manage. It 
will be quite an easy matter, however, to 
fill any vacancies that may occur. 

It will be the city managers who will 
have the hardest lot of work. The mana- 
gers for the state will be able to close the 
count. on their boxes by midnight, as there 
will be little or no changing in the style 
of the ticket.

In the city election there will 
be so many combinations and so many 
changes that it will be almost a count 
ticket by ticket. It will be almost impossi- 
ble for the managers to pile the tickets out 
in batches of five or ten and count in that 
way. One of the oldest and most experi- 
enced managers in the city, a gentleman 
who has been manager in many elections, 
after studying one of the omnibus tickets 
declared that it would ‘take all night and 
maybe until 10 o’clock the next morning 
to count the tickets. There is but one 
way out of that and that is for one set of 
the managers after the voting has pro- 
gressed to open the box and begin the count, 
leaving the other set of managers to con- 
tinue the work of receiving the ballots. 
This, however, cannot be done if any one 
candidate objects in writing to the mana- 
gers. 

The registration in the city is about 7,000,

| Speeches by Atkinson, Cox and Ham—Zn- 


emies of Democracy Scored Unmer- 
cifulty—Routine of the Rally. 


Democracy was out on dress parade last 
hight. 
The eve of the great battle that is to be 


, 
fought at the polls today was spent by 


the democratic hosts In demonstration and 
display. 

Several thousand voters gathered in the 
Marietta street theater to joih in: the rally 
of the true blue and faithful and it was 
@ great and glorious time they had. 

The boys were all out in the name of the 
party they love and there were a sufficient 
humber gathered around the flagstaff of 
the Georgia democracy to indicate that in 
the contest today in Fulton county the pop- 
ulists ‘will not stand the ghost of a chance 
against the grand avalanche of votes that 
will find their way like snowflakes into the 
ballot boxes. : 

The rally last night wads wu grand success 
in every particular. 

The gpeeches were fine and well received. 

‘Thousands of voters went away con- 
vinced that there is no hope for the country 
as long as the people’s minds are poisoned 
with populistic ideas. 

The chief feature of the evening, of 
course, was the speech of Colonel W. Y. 
Atkinson, democratic nomigée for the gov- 
ernorship. This was the, first time Colonel 
Atkinson has~spoken to the people of Ful- 
ton county in the campaign. He has been 
so busy in the work he has been doing for 
the party in other sections of the state he 
has not had the time to come to a county 
so solidly déMmocratic as is Fulton anyhow, 
without so much speechmaking. 

The rally was held under the auspices of 
the Fulton County Young Men's Democratic 
League and President W. H. Black, of the 
league, presided over the meeting. 

Promptly at 8 o'clock, while the audience 
in the pit ahd the galleries murmured in 
impatience for the fun to begin, the cur- 
tain went up over a crowded stage. There 
were seated on the stage al) the prominent 
democrats who have been local leaders in 
the campaign. 

Colonel Atkinson sat in the middle of the 
front row and the applause that greeted 
him was such as to make the rally at the 
very outset partake of a life and Hght that 
was truly inspiring. } 
Mr. Cox Introduces Colonel Atkingon. 
‘Mr. Will Black tntroduced Hon. A. H. 
Cox, who made a splendid speech introduc- 
ing Coloné?t Atkinson. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Black 
said that the old-time enemies of democracy 
were circulating a report to the effect 
that the voters of Atlanta would not be 
loyal to the flag of the democratic party 
this time and that in the election there 
would be many who would desert the party 
rathef than vote for the candidate named. 

‘*‘This,”’ said Mr. Black, “is a vile slander 
upon the name of Fulton county democracy. 
Nobody can say it except a populist or a 
fool. Let us disprove it by the testimony 
of 4,000 majority here in Fulton county.” 

He then introduced Hon. A. H. Cox with 
pleasing remarks. 

Hon. A. H. Cox Speaks. 

Mr. Cox was received with demonstra- 
tions of cordiality on the part of the audi 
ence. 

He spoke at length about the democratic 
administration here in the state of Georgia 
since the days of reconstruction. He show- 
ed that the administration of the democrat- 
ic party in managing the affairs of the state 
had been one of wisdom, of justice and of 
modefation. ‘‘The democratic party,” said 
he, “has come to the relief of the people 
of Georgia in more times of need than one.” 
Long yeats ago, whén the trying ordeal of 
reconstruction was in progress here, the 
democratic party had come to the front 
with a sound and safe policy and in charge 
of the interests of the pédple had restored 
the old ship of state to smooth water.

Down 
in the adjoining county to that in which I 
was born—down in the good old county of 
Coweta, there lives as sound and safe a 
democratic constituency as ever followed 
in the trail of the party banner.

“Sixteen to one!’’ came back the some- 
what muddled reply, and the crowds laugh- 
ed themselves hoarse. 

*‘We ‘have the best tariff bill now in effect 
that was ever before in vogue since the old 
Walker tariff bills,’’ resumed Mr. Atkinson. 

“But tell us about free sugar,” shouted 
the same voice in the gallery. 

‘“‘Maybe you are one who wants sugar in 
yours,’ said Colonel Atkinson. ‘“‘That be- 
ing true, let me inform you that the reason 
we haven't free sugar today was because 
your own people’s party conspired with the 
republicans and some traitor democrats to 
defeat the passage of a free sugar measure. 
But you just come back to us and cease 
following ufter Mrs. Lease and Coxey, and 
« warrant you that we will yet give you 
free sugar.” (Much applause.) 

As to the Silver Question. 

Referring to the silver question Colonel 
Atkireon remarked that Thomas Jefferson 
once favored the free coinage of silver, but 
said that when the parity was not sustained 
between the two métals he had recommend- 
ed a change of policy.

Mmabbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, October 2.—Summary of 
Hubbard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: Liv- 
erpool spinners apparently are willing not 
only to take their daily consumption, but 
in addition are buying more than they need 
and putting it away. Although the ad- 
vance abroad today was but a recovery of 
a previous loss, it shows that the Liver- 
pool market has not yet become so com- 
pletely demoralized as many on this side of 
the water have thought. The market here 
today opened at 3 or 4 points decline, but 
by 1 o’clock had recovered the loss and 
was 9 or 10 points above the lowest of the 
forenoon. The market was not active, but 
there was less desire to be found on the 
short side than has been shown of late. 
The advance of the morning seems to have 
attracted considerable attention, and there 
is no doubt that a proportion of the pur- 
chases made today have been absorbed by 
investors, who have bought cotton for the 
purpose of holding it for a substantial ad- 
vance.

‘REPORT FROM THE WEATHER BUREAU 
Showing the Condition of the Crops for the 
-* Week—The Country Is Safe—Money 

| Will Soon Be Pientiful. 


— 


The crop-report for the week, as furnished 
by the weather bureau, shows that cotton 
is rather late, but that no material injury 
has resulted from the storm which recent- 
ly passed over the country. 

Here is the report in full: 

‘The past week was marked by the pass- 
age along the southeast and east boundaries 
of the state of one of the West indian 


the year. Happily its center and most de- 
structive portion did not enter the state, 
which felt the effects of its outer and less 
violent portion. 

“In the northwest portion of the state it 
was hardly felt at ail. The damage caus- 
ed was not great and consisted chiefly in 
the beating down of some corn and cotton 
and the tangting of the cane fieids, thus 
rendering harvesting more aifficuit. Even 
this damage was coufined to a few counties 
in the east and southeast sections. 

“Inquiry made as to the proportion of 
the cotton crop which has been picked, jn- 
dicates that about one-half is still in the 
field, taking the state as a whole. in ‘tne 
north and northwest sections, where pick- 
ing is least advanced, 80 to 35 per cent is 
stil unpicked, and a late fall wili_be needed 
to produce even a fair yieid. in we central 
belt hardly half the crop is picked out; 
and in the southern districts from sv to 4J 
per cent is still in the field. 

“Everything in the northwest section of 
the state looks favorable. The weather 
lately has been all that the farmer couid 
desire, and cotton picking has progressed 
although very iittie, it any, has been gin- 
ned yet. ‘The staple is abouc ten days late, 
but is now opening rapidly. Fodder pulling 
is about over, and large quantities have 
been secured. Gathering of corn has not 
commenced, except a little for home con- 
sumption, and, wnen shucked, the ears are 
found to be large and of tine quality. Sor- 
ghum is now bemg made; tne yield 1s large, 
and the quality ggod. Sweet potatoes and 
turnips give every promige oi fine yieias, 
although in some localiti they are pegin- 
ning to suffer for the want of moisture. 
Ail farmers are preparing to sow a large 
wheat crop. 

‘“t'he general condition in the crops in the 
northern counties has remained iair dur- 
ing the past week. A little more rain ut 
present would improve the miner crops. 
Cotton is opening slowly. In most places 
it will be as good as last year’s crop if it 
all opens. The crop is late, and an early 
frost will do damage. Very few-complaints 
are received of injury to cotton by the boil 
worm this week: Fodder pulling is about 
over. Corn is very good. Syrup making is 
still occupying much time on many planta- 
tions. Sorghum cane is in good snape. 
Peas are yielding a fair crop—.Turnips are 
looking, fine and a good crop will be made 
if a few more showers fall. Sweet pota- 
toes are doing very well.

Sugar cane is in most 
excellent condition, and a large quantity 
of sugar will be made this season. 

“With the exception of the West Indian 
hurricane, which touched a portion of the 
southern section of the state, the weather 
for the past week was all that the farmer 
eculd desire. Considerable damage, how- 
ever, was done both to cotton and rice by 
the hurricane blowing out the former and 
blowing down the latter. The storm also 
retarded cotton picking. The cotton crop 
is a little short.and ginners are not ginning 
as many bales this year as they did last. 
Rice is above the average and cane is also 
good. Gardens have improved some. and 
all minor crops are in very good condition. 
Sweet potatoes are not so good as was ex- 
pected, but a good crop will be made. 

The hurricane did considerable damage in 
the southeast section, especially to opened 
cotton. Cane was also laid crosswise and 
will be hard to gather, but not any less 
in yield. Most of the corn crop has been 
housed and the yield is excellent. Cotton 
wil be short in this section on account of 
too much wet weather in the past. Rice ts 
in excellent shape and the crop will be 
good, except on some lowlands, damaged 
by recent storm. The last cuttings of hay 
have been lost from the heavy rain.

RECEIVER FOR THE A. AND F. 


Mr. Eugene Spalding Piaced in Charge 
of the Road Temporarily. 
Pending the hearing of the petition against 
the Atlanta and Florida road for the ap- 
pointthent of a receiver and permanent in- 
junction, Judge Lumpkin yesterday morn- 
ing appointed Mr. Eugene C. Spalding tem- 

porary receiver. 

While the appointment occurred before 
the time set for the hearing of the case, it 
was an instance of where the emergency 
demanded immediate action. The road has 
out against it not less than $50,- 
indebtedness, ‘ which does not 
include bonds, and the holders of 
nearly ttvo-thirds of this amount were 
praying for protection in the bill for a per- 
manent injunction and receiver. 

It was understood by the attorneys for 
the plaintiffs that a number of laborers’ 
liens might be brought to bear upon the 
property and seriously fie up the road. An 
employe of the road to whom the road was 
indebted could attach one of the company’s 
cars wherever it might be and thus hand- 
icap the traffic. A number such as this 
would soon cause a complete dismember- 
ment of the road's affairs. It was this 
showing that Mr. Alex Smith made to Judge 
Lumpkin before he would appoint a tem- 
porary receiver. It is generally thought 
that there will be a permanent receiver ap- 
pointed when the hearing is had and that 
the permanent receiver will be Mr. E. C. 
Spalding. 

The principal movant in the bill was the 
Atlantic Trust Company, of New York, as 
trustee, to which the Atlante and Florida 
was indebted on cars and engines to the 
extent of nearly $30,000; There were other 
concerns in Baltimore, Atlanta and Mari- 
etta that sued as plaintiffs in the bill for 
debts that had been refused payment. In 
fact, the status of the road’s affairs appears 
to be such that the appointment of a per- 
manent receiver seems to be certain. 

In his order appointing the temporary re- 
ceiver’ Judge Lumpkin authorizes him to 
employ a sufficient force and to continue to 
operate the road as a going concern, in all 
cases retaining the present employes, where 
his judgment will warrant. J udge Lumpkin 


t states that im order.to create as little dis- 


turbance as possible prior to the hearing 
and determination of the application for the 


‘appointment of a permanent receiver, or 


the discharge of the temporary receiver, 
this instruction is given. 

By this order the receiver is instructed 
not to pay out any funds belonging to the 
road, except for the necessary operating 
expenses, unless the court further orders 
in the matter. The receiver is instructed 
to keep accurate accounts of the operation 
of said railway and of his receipts and ex- 


penditures. 
TO MEET IN WASHINGTON. 


The Schedule Fixers of the Scuth- 
ern Railway to Arrange Changes. 


There will be a meeting of the officials 
of the transportation department of the 
Southern railway in Washington on the 
15th instant for the purpose of. preparing 
for several changes of schedule in the pas- 
genger department. 

The Southern is going to put on two new 
vestibule trains for Florida points, it is 
said, and will get its schedule fixers to- 
gether for the purpose of determining how 
to run them. 

The western system of the Southern is to 
have a vestibule train running from Cin- 
cinnati to Jacksonville through Atlanta. 
This train will be a beauty bright accord- 
ing to the calculations that are being made 
and will be made up of new cars from be- 
ginning to end with vestibule appointments. 
Mhe train will leave Cincinnati early in the 
morning and will arrive in Chattanooga in 
the evening, running on to Atlanta with 
put little stopping en route. It will reach 
Atlanta about 3 o’clock in the early morn- 
ing and will leave in a few minutes for the 
south, reaching Macon before breakfast. 
It will reach Jacksonville about 1 o’clock 
p. m. These are the probable figures by 
which the schedule will be worked out, Dut 
nothing is known definitely yet. 

The eastern system of the Southern will 
probably have a through vestibule train 
from the east to Jacksonville by way of 
Columbus and the Florida Central and 
Peninsular.
